Monday to capital houses from the early part of the saason, is 
the only one of Shakspeare’s characters which has recently beea 

represented at Coveut Garden. Had Mocready, as manager of 
a rival establishment, wished to injure the prospect of his 
younger competitor, he would perhaps bave taken care to anti- 
cipate all the performances of the latter, previous to his re-ap- 
pearance in Lundoo. How far he is justified now in refraining 
from performing Hamlet, Richard, or Othel!o, 1s a afferent 
question, and he ought to tecoliect that in this mattae he owes 
a duty to his company a8 well as to himself. However, as long 
as Covent Garden is well filled, and the members of this estab- 

lishment sre fully paid, {which we are bappy to say has always 
been the case) they will bave naught to complain that Ma-. 
eready chooses to keep himeelf inreserve, and not put himself, 
as a performer of the bighest powers and greatest experience, 
in direct opposition to anew though able aspirant. If Covent 
Garden were ill attended, and the general body of performers 

only half paid, then the case would be different, but we hope 
that thatcase will never arise.” On dit, that Mr. Lofiler, having 
‘proved so successful in H. Phillips’s part in Amilse, will, it is 

believed, induce Mr. Rodwell to produce h:s new Opera of Ma- 

thilde at this Theatre, as ho originally intended; one of the 
‘principal parts was written for H. Phillips, and the composer 

was fearful of trusting it in other heads.

Amid her papers were found a variety of play-bills, 
in which ber natne appears from soon after the period ebove 
named, to 1789, at which latter time she was io Bumogbam, 
with Suet, Hall, Fawcett, (father of the late stage-maneger of 
Covent Garden Theatre,) and many others of the old school. Ia 
her latter years, the old lady’s memory was astonisbing, and she 
sbounded in anecdote connected with the better days of the 
Drama.
